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Narrarted 'Umar bin Al-Khattab (*&>): I 
hear Allah's Messenger (&) Saying, "The 
reward of deeds depends upon the intentions 
and every person will get the reward according 
to what he has intended. So whoever 
emigrates for worldly benefits or for a woman 
to marry, his emigration will be for what he 

emigrated for." 
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Narrated Ibn Umar (<*&)* Allah's 

Messenger (S) said: Islam is based on (the 

following) five (principles): 

(i) To testify that non has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah and that 
Muhammad (0)is the Messenger of 
Allah. 

(ii) To perform the (compulsory 
congregational) prayer. 

(iii) To pay Zakat. 

(iv) To perform Haj. (i.e. pilgrimage to 
Makkah) 

(v) To observe fasts during the month of 
Ramadan. 
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Abu Hurairah (4b) narrated that the 
Messenger of Allah ($fc) said-: "Faith (Belief) 
consists of more than seventy (or more than 
sixty) branches (i.e., parts). The most excellent 
one of them is to say none has the right to be 
worshipped except Allah and the least and 
lowest of them is to remove the injurious and 
harmful things from the path. And modesty is 
a part of Faith. 
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Narrated Anas (4fc): The Prophet (S) said, 
"None of you will have faith till he loves me 
more than his father, his children and all 

mankind." 
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Narrated Anas (^)- The Prophet (0) 
said/’Whoever possesses the following three 
qualities will have the sweetness (delight) of 

faith: 

1 . The one to whom Allah and His 
Messenger (Muhammad #)become 

dearer than anything else. 

2. Who loves a person and he loves him 

only for Allah's sake. 

3 . Who hates to revert to atheism 
(disbelief) as he hates to be thrown into 

the fire." 
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Narrated Mu'adh (4*Y I was a companion-rider 
behind the Prophet (S) on a donkey called 
'Ufair. The Prophet (S) asked, "O Mu'adh! do 
you know what Allah's Right on His slaves is, 
and what the right of His slaves on Him is?" I 
replied, "Allah and His Messenger (^) know 
better." He said/Allah's Right on His slaves is 
that they should worship Him (Alone) and 
should not worship anything else besides Him. 
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And slaves' right on Allah is that He should not 
punish him who worships none besides Him." 
I said, "O Allah's Messenger! should i not 
inform the people of this good news?” He 
said, "Do not inform them of it, lest they should 
depend on it (solely)." 
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Narrated 'Ubada (<&): The Prophet (S) 
said, "If anyone testifies that none has the right 
to be worshipped but Allah Alone, who has not . 
partners, and that Muhammad (H) is His 
slave and His Messenger, and that Isa (Jesus) 
(<&) is Allah’s slave and His Messenger and 
His Word, which He bestowed on Maryam 
(Mary), and a Ruh (spirit) created by Him, and 
that Paradise, is the truth and Hell is the truth, 
Allah will admit him into Paradise with the 
deeds which he had done even if those deeds 

were few. 
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Narrated Abu Hurairah (4&): The Prophet 
(B) said, "Avoid the seven great destructive 
sins. "The people enquired,"0 Allah’s 
Messenger! What are they?"He said, 

(1) To join others in worship alongwith Allah; 

(2) To practise sorcery 

(3) To kill the life which Allah has forbidden 
except for a just cause, (according to 
Islamic law) 
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(4) To eat up Riba (usury) 

(5) To eat up an orphan's wealth 

(6) To show one's back to the enemy and 

fleeing from the battlefield at the time of 
fighting, and 

(7) to accuse chaste women, who never 
even think of anything touching chastity 
and are good believers. 
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Narrated Abu Hurairah (4&) : The 
Prophet (0) said,"Allah has accepted my 
invocation to forgive what whispers in the 
hearts of my followers, unless they put it to 
action or utter it. 
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Narrated Sahl (bin Sad): the Prophet (ip) 
said, "A man may do the deeds of the people 
of the Fire, while in fact he is one of the 
people of Paradise, and he may do the deeds 
of the people of paradise while in fact he 
belongs to the people of Fire, and verily, (the 
rewards of) the deeds are decided by the last 
actions (deeds)".

Messenger (#) said, "If somebody innovates 
something which is not present in our religion 
(of Islamic Monotheism), then that thing will be 
rejected. 
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Narrated Muawiya (<^fe) in a Khutba

person, He makes him comprehend the 
religion [the understanding of the Qur'an and 
As-Sunnah of the Prophet (Muhammad (S)],

Who so performs ablution and performs ablution well, his 

sins will come out of his body, till they come out even from 
under his nails. 
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Narrated Abu Hurairah («fe>): Allah's 
Messenger (0) said, "The Salat (prayer) of a 
person who passes urine, stoll or wind is not 
accepted till he performs (repeats) the 
ablution. 
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Narrated Anas («fe): whenever the 
Prophet (0) went to answer the call of nature, 
he used to say, O Allah, I seek refuge with 
You from devils - males and females (for all 
offensive and wicked things, evil deeds etc. 
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Abu Hurairah (4fe) reported that the 
Messenger of Allah (^) said: Had I not 
thought it hard for my people, I would have 
directed them to delay the night prayer and 
use the tooth stick at the time of each prayer. 
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Narrated Abu Hurairah (4i) Allah's 

Messenger (») said, "If I had not found it hard 

for my followers - or the people _ i would have 

ordered them to clean their teeth with Siwak 
for every Salat (prayer)." 
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Were I not afraid that it would be hard for 
my followers, I would order them to pray 'Isha' 
prayer at this time. (Various versions of this 
Hadtih are given by the narrators with slight 
differences in expression) 
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Narrated Aishah (4k): The Prophet (H) 

used to like to start from the right side on 
wearing shoes, combing his hair and cleaning 
or washing himself and on doing anything 
else. 
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Narrated Aishah (4k) whenever the 
Prophet (S) took a bath after Janaba, he 
started by washing his hands and then 
performed ablution like that for Salat (prayer). 
After that he would put his fingers in water and 
move the roots of his hair with them, and then 
pour three handfuls of water over his head 
and then pour water all over his body. 
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Narrated Aishah (4&): Whenever the 
Prophet (S) intended to sleep while he was 
junub, he used to wash his private parts and 
perform ablution like that for the salat (prayer). 
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Narrated 'Abdullah bin 'Umar (4&): Allah's 
Messenger (S) said, "Anyone of you attending 
the Friday (prayer) should take a bath. 
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Narrated Abu Hurairah (<$&): I heard

Allah's Messenger (S) saying, "If there was a 
river at the door of anyone of you and he took 
a bath in it five times a day, would you notice 
any dirt on him?" They said, "Not a trace of dirt 
would be left." The Prophet (0) added, "That 
is the example of the five (daily compulsory) 
Salat (prayers) with which Allah blots out evil 
deeds." 
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Allah's Messenger (S)said, "Whoever 
misses the Asr prayer (intentionally) then it is 
as if he lost his family and property."

Narrated Abu Musa: Allah's Messenger 
( 0 ) said/'whoever offers the two cool prayers 
Asr and Fajr will enter Paradise.” 
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Narrated Ibn Umar (4s.): The Prophet 
(#) used to offer Salat (Nawafil prayers) on 
his Rahila (mount) facing its direction by 
signals, but not the compulsory Salat (prayer). 
He also used to offer the Witr prayer on his 
Rahila (mount). 
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Narrated Anas ( 4 &): The Prophet ( 81 ) 
offered as sacrifices, two horned rams black 
and white in colour. He slaughtered them with 
his own hands and pronounced Allah's Name 
over them and said Takbir and put his foot on 
their sides. 
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Narrated Abu Hurairah ( 4 *): I heard 
Allah’s Messenger (S) saying, "The rights of a 
Muslim on a Muslim are five: 

1. to return the greetings. 

2. to visit the sick.

Messenger (0) said that the most beloved 
deeds to Allah are the most regular and 
constant even though it were a few." 
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Narrated Abu Hurairah (4k): My friend 
(the Prophet 0&) advised me to observe three 
things: 

1 . to observe Saum (fast) three days every 
(Lunar) month; 

2. to perform a two Rak'a Duha prayer and 

3. to perform the Witr prayer before 
sleeping. 
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Narrated Ibn Abi Laila: Only Umm Hani 
told us that she had seen the Prophet (0) 
offering the Duha (forenoon Prayers). She 
said, "On the day of the conquest of Makkah, 
the Prophet (0) took a bath in my house and 
offered eight Rak'a. I never saw him offering 
such a light Salat (prayer), but he performed 
perfect prostration and bowing." 
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Narrated Anas bin Malik (4&): The 
Prophet (S) offered four Rak'a in Al-Madina 
and then two Rak'a at Dhul-Hulaifa. 
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Narrated Ibn Abbas (4*) The Prophet 
(0) came to Al-Madina and saw the Jews 
observing fast on the day of Ashura. He asked 
them about that. They replied, "This is a good 
day, the day on which Allah rescued Bani 
Israel from their enemy, so Musa (Moses)($iDl) 
on this day." The Prophet (S) said, "We have 
more claim over Musa than you." So, the 
Prophet (.^) observe Saum (fast) on that day 
and ordered (the Muslims) to observe (fast) 
(on that day).
